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Clinton 
reaches 
100 days

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton reaches his 100th day in 
office today amid a lively debate 
over what he has to show for it, 
where he’s headed and what kind 
of president he is. 

He leads an all-over-the-lot, let-a- 
thousand-flowers-bloom adminis- 
tration, full of beans and running 
on adrenaline. 

He says he’s “doing fine,” but also, 
ruefully, “You can’t expect instant 
results.” 

He says that he’s been “banged 
around” and may have “overex- 
tended myself,” that he’s got to 
start over again, “focus on big 
things.” : 

Republicans are harsher, but 
divided. Some say the “different 
kind of Democrat” has turned out 
to be just another tax-and-spend 
liberal, an ideological kin to 
Lyndon Johnson. Others says he is 
more like Jimmy Carter, who they 
belittle as an ineffective outsider. 

Clinton “has been captured by the 
liberals of his party,” says 
Republican Minority Leader Bob 
Dole of Kansas, who may seek 
Clinton’s job in 1996. 

“He is on a roll of breaking 
promises,” says Rep. Henry Hyde of 
Illinois. Sen. John C. Danforth of 
Missouri sees Clinton as “arrogant” 
in dealing with Congress and 
“ambivalent” in dealing with the 
bloodshed in Bosnia. 

Clinton broke ground by giving 
his wife, Hillary Rodham Clinton, 
real work: the intricate job of rein- 
venting the medical care system, a 
matter of interest to every 
American, sick or well. 

He gave his vice president real 
work, too, putting Al Gore in 
charge of eliminating government 
waste and making government 
innovative. 

And Clinton gave work to people 
not usually found in high office. He 
gave the country its first Cabinet 
in which white males constitute a 
minority. 

He has been extraordinarily cau- 
tious in foreign affairs: On Bosnia 
and Haiti, he retained policies that 
he decried as a candidate as unfair 
and unfeeling. 

He parachuted food to starving 
Bosnians and is now deciding 
whether to bomb their ancient ene- 
mies, the Serbs. 

He was elected to “grow” the econ- 
omy and “reinvent” the govern- 
ment, but he got sidetracked. 

He ignored Republicans and 
flubbed a modest economic stimu- 
lus bill. 

Clinton finds himself in need of 
courting the support of the armed 
forces, something that came auto- 
matically to previous presidents. 
He antagonized the military by 
proposing to drop the ban on homo- 
sexuals in uniform and allowed 
that issue to dominate his opening 
days.

Beating victims remember 
their L.A. riot experiences

LOS ANGELES — Some wounds 
heal slowly; some hurt forever. 

The three days of burning, beat- 
ing and shooting that began a year 
ago Thursday killed 54 people. It 
also left 2,383 people injured or 
maimed. And while many have 
recovered, some bear pain that 
time may never ease. 

For fire Capt. Scott Miller, the 
problem is his immobile left hand 
and arm. It’s tough to play ball 
with his children, he said. 

For trucker Reginald Denny, it’s 
the dent in his skull. “My daughter 
calls me Reginald Denty,” he joked: 

For Fidel Lopez, it’s the illnesses 
that followed his beating by a mob. 
Fifty-eight stitches patched up his 
forehead, but his health never 
recovered, leaving him broke and 
unemployed. 

For Wally Tope, it’s everything. 
The street preacher went into a 
coma after he was beaten April 30

Gen. Gordon Sullivan, the Army 
chief of staff, said women would 
begin training for combat missions 
in Apache and Cobra attack heli- 
copters “almost immediately.” 

The changes mean thousands of 
jobs and prestige positions once 
open only to men will now be open 
to women. 

In the coming weeks, the Air 
Force is prepared to put its first 
female pilot into training to fly its 
F-15 Eagle fighter-bomber, Air 
Force officials said Tuesday. 

Gen. Gordon Sullivan, the Army’s 
chief of staff, said the new policy 
will open more than 6,000 addition- 
al positions to women. 

Rep. Patricia Schroeder, D-Colo., 
a senior member of the House 
Armed Services Committee who led 
the congressional fight to lift the 
ban, praised President Clinton. and 
Aspin for the decision. 

“Women have been flying fight- 
ers, dropping bombs and landing 
on carriers. But they’ve never been 
allowed to use their experience to 
the nation’s benefit in a combat sit- 
uation,” Schroeder said. “Clearly 
they have the skills and strengths 
to perform in any situation.” 

The Air Force has 16,500 pilots, 
of whom 295 are women; the Army 
has 12,442 pilots, 347 of them 
women; and the Navy has 9,419 
pilots, of whom 184 are women. 


Clinton did win congressional 
approval of a budget plan to 
reverse the path toward ever-big- 
ger deficits. He embraced two 
international environmental initia- 
tives spurned by George Bush. 


Miller was driving a hook-and- 
ladder truck to one of the riots’ first 
fires when a sniper’s bullet almost 
killed him. It pierced his cheek, 
went into his neck, severed an 
artery and paralyzed his left side. 

He was one of about 20 police, 
firefighters and paramedics hurt in 
the riots. 

The 34-year-old undergoes three 
days of supervised therapy a week.

Record set in April 


Fall registration is off to a running start

With fall semester still 124 days 
away, 19,978 students have 
already registered for their fall 
classes. 

More students used the touch- 
tone registration system during 
this April than in any previous 
year, said Julie Nelson, a registra- 
tion counselor for the BYU 
Registration Office. “We feel very 
good about the way priority regis- 
tration went,” she said. 

Priority registration started on 
April 1 with the phone lines open- 
ing first for graduate and honors 
students. 

By April 17, the phone registra- 
tion system was open to all under- 
graduates except newly admitted 
freshmen. 

In order to avoid overwhelming 
the phone registration system, 
incoming freshmen were randomly 
picked by social security number to 
start registration on either May 13, 
14 or 15, said Nelson. i 

Nelson said the freshman regis- 
tration date is scheduled later than 
everyone else’s because BYU want- 
ed to give freshmen the chance to 
get all their registration materials 
ready. 

Jeffery M. Tanner, associate dean 
of the Admissions Office, said BYU 
expects 4,600 freshmen to register 
for fall semester. This exceeds the 
3,543 students who graduated in 
April. 

He said the number of incoming 
freshmen would always exceed the

number of graduating seniors 
because not all students who attend 
BYU will graduate. 

Tanner said he was encouraged by 
the number of April graduates. 

The current system of priority 
registration replaces the old system 
where students were required to 
send in an intent-to-register form 
prior to being able to use the phone 
system, Nelson said. 

The system also reduces the num- 
ber of students who qualify for 
Honors priority enrollment. 

According to a memo by Harold 
Miller, dean of the Honors 
Department, students now have to

The current system requires that 
registration be staggered to avoid 
overloading, Nelson said. The 
Registration Office is working to 
improve the system, and exnects to 
increase the system’s capacity in 
the near future. 

Advance registration for fall 
semester will continue until August 
25 at 5 p.m.

2 hostages 
‘freed briefly 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — 
Twice Wednesday, gunmen tem- 
porarily freed two of the 18 jus- 
tices held hostage in the 
Supreme Court building so they 
could meet with government 
officials. 

Security Minister Luis 
Fishman told a news conference 
that Supreme Court Justices 
Eduardo Sancho and Alfonso 
‘Chavez were freed temporarily 

at midday to “inform us on the 
situation there concerning the 
hostages.” 
_About three hours later, the 
two magistrates rejoined the 16 
other justices and five court 
workers held hostage since 
Monday. Both appeared hag- 
gard and unshaven. They 
refused to talk to reporters. 

Late Wednesday, they were 
released again and taken to the 
residence of President Rafael 
Calderon, where a crisis com- 
mittee was meeting. 

Earlier Wednesday, negotia- 
tors spoke by telephone to the 
gunmen. But the government 
said it was resisting demands 
for a multimillion-dollar ran- 
som. 

The four kidnappers set a 
deadline for later Wednesday 
for their demands to be met. A 
deadline passed Tuesday with 
no action. 

A freed hostage said other cap- 
tives were bound and wired 
with explosives. 
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Leavitt speaking at Provo conference

Leavitt is also scheduled to appear at Geneva Elementary School

and Geneva Steel Inc. 

The governor will meet with business leaders from all over the state at 
the “Leavitt Economic Summit” Friday, in which he is expected to fine 
tune his strategy for enhancing Utah’s high-tech image. 

“The governor has always shown an interest in promoting high-tech 
jobs in Utah, and this conference will give him a chance to network with 
businesses in the state,” said Chris Gamvroulas of the Department of 
Community and Economic Development. 

He said the conference — in Provo for the first time — gives business 
leaders from all over the state a chance to have positive interaction with 
officials from state government. 

Professors from BYU and the University of Utah are expected to partic- 
ipate in a session of the conference aimed at promoting Utah’s business 
with Mexico.

They took to the courts and the clinics, walked the halls of business 
and government, and watched their moms and dads on the job 
Wednesday. Hundreds of thousands of young girls across America were 
in the workplace, learning one important career lesson: There’s a world 
of choices awaiting them. 

They were participants in the “Take Our Daughters to Work” campaign 
sponsored by the Ms. Foundation: The day was designed:to boost the 
self-worth and self-confidence of girls ages 9 to 15, and introduce them to 
jobs they might not normally consider. 

Many girls took advantage of the open doors at businesses ranging 
from small insurance companies to the Fortune 500 — IBM, Sears and 
DuPont. Other participants included the Army, banks, TV networks 
including ABC and CNN, hospitals and supermarkets. 


Vote intensifies Russian politics 


MOSCOW — Boris Yeltsin’s opponents went on the attack Wednesday 
to undermine his referendum victory, accusing the president of making a 
secret deal with the United States to punish Serbia. 

Hard-line lawmakers also created a special commission to investigate 
allegations of corruption within the Yeltsin administration, and they 
attacked his plan to convert state industries to private ownership. 

The sniping confirmed predictions that Sunday’s referendum would not 
end Russia’s power struggle, but only intensify it. 
| Fifty-eight percent of those voting expressed confidence in Yeltsin and 
53 percent endorsed his painful economic reforms. Questions asking 
whether Russia should hold early presidential or parliamentary elec- 
tions fell short of the high margin needed for passage. 

Hard-line lawmakers call the results “an inconclusive opinion poll” and 
are trying to discredit both the voting and the victor. 


Reno defends Waco deaths to Congress 


| WASHINGTON — Attorney General Janet Reno said Wednesday she 
considered every option to end the Waco standoff, even tunneling into 
the Branch Davidian compound, but the failed tear-gas attack seemed 
the only viable plan. 

“Nobody will ever know what the right answer was,” Ms. Reno told a 
congressional committee looking into the disaster. 

She said she repeatedly asked the experts: “Why now? Why not wait?” 
And every day since, she said, she has wondered what she might have 
done differently. 

Reno was the first witness before the House Judiciary Committee in a 
sometimes confrontational day of second-guessing about the operation 
that ended after 51 days in flames and the deaths of David Koresh, his 
followers and their children. 

She emotionally recalled a call from President Clinton after her final 
television appearance that night. 

“T don’t think I’ve ever been so — I guess lonely is the word,” 
“It was 12:20 at night. 

“The first call I got was from my sister,” she said. “She said. That-a- 
girl.’ The second call I got was from the president of the United States, 
saying, ‘That-a-girl.”

that’s what it became,” he said. 

The vehicles are required to 
have a minimum of three wheels 
touching the ground at all times, 
the same kind of base engine 
and a clearance of at least 6 
inches from the road to bottom 
of the vehicle. Also, the vehicles 
must be able to maintain an 
average speed of 15 mph. 

“We have a problem with speed 
because ours gets going too fast,” 
Gonzales said. “It can go as fast 
as 44, 45 mph. And that’s fast 
when you’ re’ only 6 inches off the 
ground.” 

Robert Kilmer was elected by 
the class of eight students to be 
the driver of the vehicle for the 
competition. 

The vehicle is steel framed, 
with two 10-speed bicycle tires 
on the front and a beefed-up 
mountain bike tire on the back. 
The motor is the kind you’d find 
on a lawn mower and runs on 
regular unleaded fuel. 

Gonzales estimates the cost of 
the project at $300. 

Ribbons will be presented to 
the winners of the race and to 
winners in design and creativity 
categories. Flannery said he 
expects the competition to 
become an annual event.

Fitness videos risky, workout experts say fo ™

As consumers turn to videos for 
help to get slim, the exercise-video 
industry is growing fat. 

Buying an exercise video can be 
as risky as eating a box of “Ding 
Dongs” before stepping on the 
scale. Expectations to develop 
“Buns of Steel” and anticipation of 
going “From Fat to Firm in 24 
Days” has turned out to be less 
than reality. 

In 1991, consumers spent about 
$84 million on exercise videos, 
according to Alexander. & 
Associates, a New York research 
firm that tracks video sales. 

“Most. people will keep buying the 
known names,” said Amy 
Innerfield, a general manager at 
Alexander. “But the schlock will 
keep coming.” 

Suzanne Schlosberg, editor of 
Shape magazine, said exercise 
tapes are not regulated by the fit- 
ness industry or any government 
agency. 

She said consumers should be 
aware that the tape box or the 
instructor can make claims that 
are false and misleading. 

“If consumers feel cheated, they 
may not realize that they can com- 
plain to several agencies, including 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which monitors truth in advertis- 
ing,” Schlosberg said. 

Scholsberg said the local Better 
Business Bureau, or the consumer- 
protection department of the state 
attorney general’s office can also be

Another popular tape that Wilson 
said could be harmful to the viewer 
is “Cindy Crawford—Shape Your 
Body Workout With Radu.” 

“Cindy is not a qualified instruc- 
tor, she uses terrible form to 
demonstrate risky, ineffective 
moves, and her trainer fails to pro- 
vide even the most basic safety or 
alignment cues,” Wilson said.

For a local Hispanic organization, 
the acquittal Friday of a man 
charged with the negligent homi- 
cide of a state trooper is a small 
victory. 

Tony Yapias, president of the 
Utah County Latino Council, said 
he is glad his organization could 
play a part in making sure justice 
was reached for Alberto Rodriguez 
Bueno, whose truck collided with a 
trooper flagging traffic on I-15 in 
December. 

A six-member jury concluded 
that the incident, in which trooper 
Joseph Brummet, 24, was killed, 
was an accident and not a product 
of negligence. The jury convicted 
him, however, of leaving the scene 
of an injury accident, driving with- 
out a license and driving without 
insurance.

Yapias said prosecutors tried 
unsuccessfully throughout the 
trial to establish that Bueno was 
drunk. 

“The police stop Latinos on the 
street, and they assume they are 
drunk,” said Holt, who added that 
Bueno was leaving the site of the 
accident confused, scared and try- 
ing to get help. 

Holt a~d Yapias visited Bueno in 
prison aree days after the inci- 

nt. At that time he had seen no 
visitors and had not yet been 
assigned a court attorney. 

“We knew right off the bat that 
this wasn’t a person who mali- 
ciously committed a crime and 
wanted to run away and escape,” WO: 
Yapias said. “This is the type of. << 
tragedy which could have hap- 
pened to anyone. [Bueno] reacted 
like many of us would if we were 
in the same situation.” 

Bueno came to the United States 
from Mexico four years ago, and 
has been living in Utah illegally. 
The Mexican Consulate in Salt 
Lake City also helped Bueno find 
an attorney. 

The Utah County Latino Council, 
formed last September, attempts 
to provide legal help for Hispanics 
charged with crime. He said the 
organization tries to act as a 
bridge between police and Latinos. 

Yapias said Hispanic Americans 
often don’t trust the police because 
of perceptions they bring with 
them from their homeland. 

“Police in Latin America are seen 
as being corrupt,” he said. “Often 
times the first reaction of a 
Hispanic when they are being 
arrested is to run for fear of being 
beat up.” 

He said he works with police 
forces throughout the state to fight 
stereotypes the police may have, 
but more importantly to expose 
Hispanics to the police so “they 
can see that they are not their 
enemy.” 

The organization is also involved 
in teaching Spanish to officers 
throughout the county. Yapias 
said 32 officers are involved in the 
six-month program, which 
involves taking lessons twice a 
week. 

Yapias said he is optimistic the 
work the organization is doing will 
reduce tensions between police 
and Hispanics, and cause-those in 
trouble with the law to react calm- 
ly and rationally. 

“Kiven if you’re here illegally, 
don’t run away or panic,” he said. 
“Justice will be done because there 
are people to help.”
